V(i) On receipt of the Notice of conclusion of contract 
and contract documents the Minisity of Finance, Department 
of Economic Aflairs, the C AAA.

VI (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the nego¬ 
tiable shipping documents to the accredited bankers of im¬ 
porter as indicated in the Appendix to the relevant Letter 
of Authority and the bankers will in turn ensure that the 
rupee deposits are invariably made at RBI, 
New Delhi or SBI, Tis Ilazari, Delhi before re¬ 
leasing the shipping documents.

interest is chargeable for both the days i.e. the day on which 
payment is made to the Overseas Supplier and also the day 
on which rupee deposit is made in Government Account vide 
Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/74 duted 31-5-1974 as modi¬ 
fied under Public Notice No. 103-ITC(PN)/76 dated 12-10-76. 
and Public Notice No. 31-ITC(PN)/83 dated 10-8-83. 

The importer should make separate arrangements to ascer¬ 
tain the amounts and dates of payments made to the supplier. 
Late or delayed receipt of shipping etc. documents by the 
importers’ Banker from Bank of India, Tokyo will not be 
acceptable as reason for waiver of partial or full amount of 
the interest due on the rupee deposits. 

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the rupee 
equivalent of the Yen payments made to the overseas suppliers 
will be the composite rate of exchange applicable to the date 
of payment which will be worked out in accordance with the 
method prescribed in Public Notice;. No. 113-ITC(PN)/88-9l 
dated 6-4-89 or as may be notified by Government from time 
lo time through public notices of the CCI&E or through Ex¬ 
change Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India, Any 
change in this regard as also in regard to the rate of interest 
will be notified as and when necessary. It will be responsibi¬ 
lity of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts 
due arc correctly deposited into Government account before 
the import documents aie handed over to the importers. The 
importer should also ensure that the amounts due are correctly 
deposited into Government account before taking delivery of 
the documents from their Bankers. It is the responsibility of 
the importar lo ensure that the amounts date are correctly 


deposited into the Government account promptly even when 
they obtain delivery of the goods from the customs authori¬ 
ties under exceptional circumstances. In case the importer fails 
to deposit the amounts due to Government before taking de¬ 
livery of the goods, the issue of further IAS to him may 
be stopped and the matter leported to the CCI&E so that 
no further import licence is issued to such an importer. The 
Head of Account to which the above rupee deposits should 
be credited is “k-Dcposits and Advances-843-Civil Deposits- 
Depoiits for purchase etc. abroad-Purchasc under credits/ 
Loan agreements" Loan from the Government of Japan 2,000 
Billion Yen Credit No, IDT’. 70 for the Kolaghat Thermal 
Powor Station Fly Ash Utilization Project (Engg. Services), 

VI(ii) The amount referred to above should be deposited 
in cash Lo the credit of the Government either in the Reserve 
Bank of India, New Delhi indicating code No. 5130000009 on 
the right hand corner of the Challan or State Bank of 
India, Tis Ilazari, Delhi as contemplated in Public Notices 
No. 184 ITC (PN)/bS dated 30-8-1968, No. 233-ITC.(PN)/68 
dated 24-10-1968, No. 132-ITC(PN)/7l dated 5-10-1971, 
No. 74TTC(PN)/74 dated 31-5-1974 and No. 103-ITC(PN)/ 
76 dated 12-10-1976. 

Vl(iii) The concerned Bank of India shall also furnish such 
additional deposit in the tame manner stipulated above as 
may be requested by the Government of India, Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, on account of 
service charges within seven after such a demand is made by 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs). While 
filling in the various columns in the challan it should be 
ensured by the importers/their bankers that the information 
prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice No, 132-ITC(PN)/71 
dated 5-10-1971 is invariably indicated in the column "full 
particulars of remittances and authority (if any)” of the 
challan. The following pntticulais should invariably be fur¬ 
nished in the treasury Challans ■■— 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. and date. 

(b) Amount of Yen cunency in respect of which de¬ 
posits are to be made together with rate of conver¬ 
sion adopted. 

(e) Date of payment to the overseas supplier. 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the Rupee deposit 
should be senl by registered post to the CAA&A indicating 
reference to the letter of authorisation issued by him and also 
enclosing copies of the invoice and shipping documents. 

Note : Importer’s Bank of India should ensure that the 
rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 days of the 
receipt of the advice of payment and negotiable shipping 
documents front the Bank of Indie, Tokyo and that the 
CAA&A Ministry of Finance (DEA), New Delhi is kept in¬ 
formed of the fact immediately thereafter. 

VT(iv) The concerned hank in India should also endorse 
the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange control copy 
of the licence and send the requisite “S” Form to the 
Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

Section VII—Miscellaneous provisions

Delhi. 

Vljfii) Notifying suppliers of Special Conditions 

The licence should apprise the supplier of any special 
provisions in the import licence vvh’Ch may affect the suppliers 
in carrying out the transaction. 

Vlltiii) Disputes. 

It should be understood that the Government of India will 
not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any that may 
arise between the licence and the suppliers. The conditions 
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to be fulfilled by the Supplier befoie payment by the Bank 
of India, Tokyo must be dearly spelt out by the importer 
In Annexuic-11 under “Terms of Payment”. Provisions dealing 
with settlement of disputes should be induded in the condi¬ 
tions of contract, 

Vri(iv) Future Instructions 

The licence shall promptly comply with any directions In¬ 
structions or orders issued by the Government of India from 
time to time regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all obliga¬ 
tions under the Yen Credit Agreement (Project Aid) no IG-P. 
70 with the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF). 

VIT(v) Breach or violation. 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth in the 
above clauses will result in appropriate action under the Im¬ 
ports and Exports (Control) Act.
